Hearing Continued Until October 4; Pickets For And Against Stripping Show Up At Capitol Building Wednesday 



Sam McElroy of Morganfield, Kentucky, vice-preiident of 
the Kentucky Association of Soil Conservation District*, urged 
adoption of the regulations as "a great step forward" in reduc- 
ing toil erosion, depression areas holding acid water, and prob- 
lems caused by mosquitoes. 

The meeting closed after Logan Patterson, a Pinevillc at- 
torney representing the group of lawyers for the strip-mine 
operators, requested a postponement from J David Francis, 
the presiding chairman who was appointed by Gov. Breathitt. 

The coal o|»erators’ reason for postponement was that 
the lawyers representing the coal operators wanted more 
time lor investigation and evidence to argue their side. 

Only the men testifying for the Stale took the stand 
during yesterday's hearing as the coal operators' counsel 
cross-examined only one witness but reserved the right to 
call any or all ol tlic witnesses back to the staud. 

Mr. Francis granted the postponement and set the new 
hearing for U a m. October 4.

Kentucky Governor Edward T. Breathitt listened to spokes- 
men representing more than 2 000 strip-mine workers yester- 
day at the state capital then told the group that he would 
face his responsibility squarely to preserve Kentucky’s nat- 
ural resource for the future generations. 

The strip-mine workers met with Breathitt only one hour 
before a scheduled public hearing on strip mining with the 
Strip Mining and Reclamation Commission at the Old Capital 
Annex in Frankfort. 

Telling Broathittt that tlic strip-mine workers in Eastern 
Kentucky numbered 8,000, Hazard attorney J W Craft, Jr , 
explained to the Governor that the livelihood of some 54.000 
people is at slake in one small area. 

Hazard’s James Teague said tiiat he owned two trucks 
and represented owners of 1.183 trucks who had originally 
planned to march on Ihe Stale Capital with their tandems he 
fore tlic Governor asked them to leave the trucks iioiiie be- 
cause of a possible major traffic jam.
